It would eeem to a practical business 


man that the dispute between the Bur- 
lington company and the Brotherhood 
oonld be settled in a bnsmess-hku way; 


. bat as yet tho two are as fcr apart as 


ever, aud no effort is being made to ad- 
just the diiTarenoes by arbitration. 
So 


far us the Burlington and tho Brother- 
hood italic1, in tho present tight, the com- 
pany is ahead. 
This is galling to the 


'leaden in the strike, and benco the ru- 
mors of a general strike on all tha rail- 
way systems ot tho country. 


There is considerable unreal uraong 


the leaders in the strike movement. 
There are widely different statements 
coming from the Brotherhood concern- 
ing the deiuands made upon tbe Burling- 
ton. 
Ohief Arthur says, "our men went 


to tbe company with the propositions 
printed. VTe did not expect to pet all 
that was asked t^r. You know it is usual 
to 88k for mote than yon expect." On 
the other hand, Mr. Hogue, the chair- 
man of the committee of engineers was 
asked by ttie general manager of tho 
Burlington if he wcu!d modify in any 
way the demands as they were"published, 
to which be bP.id he could not modify 
them in any respect; that Uie demands 
ae written out were exactly whut they 
•wanted, nothing more and nothing leas. 


Chief Arthur now claims that bo did 


not order tho strike, but whether /it was 
contrary to hia withes or not is not 
known. Tho following explanation ie 
made in justice toMr, Atthnr, who has 
been counted one oJ tho most level- 
headed men that was ever connected 
with a labor organization in tins country. 
"Formerly tho organization was excep- 
tionally conservative in entering upon 
striftis. Tbo chief, Mr. Arthur, had a 
veto power which was in many cases 
wisely exorcised. But in the Burlington 
case a Etriko TICS ordered for qneetion- 
^able reaeons, and apparently in .hostility 
to tte principles which Mr. Arthur had 
often aTowed. TLe Brotternood bad 
claimed 
to encouraga 
the ambition 


o£ workers to attain 
higher 
com- 


pensation 
by 
superior 
excellence; 


now it has based a strike on :lie demand 
that the best and the worst engineers 
shall he paid alike. 
For yearo tho 


Brotherhood was understood to receive- 
no member until he had been an engin- 
eer for u full year, thereby recognizing a 
difference between espentnctd and un- 
tried men. Now it demands that any 
man, tho instant he become? an engineer 
at all, shall receive en high a rate of com- 
pensation as the oldest and most experi- 
enced can earn." 


An engineer of many years' service, 


and who is a good deal Jike Arthur in 
conservatism ami cool judgment, says 
the younger "iightiog" element has 
gained control oC the Brotherhood, anc 
hao deprived the chief of the veto power> 
so that tbe grievance committee can, by 
one msjonty, over rido Arthur's opin- 
ion. 


There is another point whioh the 


Brotherhood ought to surrender, al- 
though tno strike did not take place on 
it, still it was one ot the demands made 
by the engineers. The point is, the 
Brotherhood seek to prevent tbe promo- 
tion o£ firemen to engineers, it was found 
that the companies all preferred to pro- 
mote their own firemen, when they be- 
came qualified as engineers, instead of 
hiring men from other roads. This was 
natural because tho ilfomeu had learned 
tho road and its peculiarities as well as 
the duties ot engineers. But the Brother- 
hood tonnd that this did not give eusm- 
neers as complete a monopoly HE they 
wanted. It would eeem that a compro- 
mise oould bp made between tho com- 
pany and tho Brotherhood, and stop sny 
farther 
trouble, but tho Barlingtcn 


managers 
are proud ot their sue 


cess 
ia 
fighting 
the 
engineers 


and are not in a spirit to yield an inch, 
and tho Brotherhood, galled by their 
failure to force the road to terms, threat- 
en to reap vengeance by sprea3ing tbe 
atrike to other railway systems. Thin ia 
not business-like, but probably 
the 


''fighting" element among the engineer9 


doesn't care for that.

Especially does.he thick that 
Cleveland is unworthy of support, and 
that tho chances jf the bourbon president 
have been waning for the past three 
years. Tho governor ie very explicit in 
some of his statements regarding tte 
policy o£ tho administration, and on tho 
message he says:

choose in explanation of extenuation of 
the messaged io suicidal, and events will 
justify the statement. It was not so 
much in annunciation oE policy, as in 
his arguments, that the free trade heresy 
cropped out. The country may be reedy 
for a radical reform or revision of the 
tariff, bat the people are not ready for 
froo trade; and to that does his every 
argument tend. There is weakness and 
fallacy in tho web and woof oC it, 


Thtre has bacn some d;siroto know 


whether Governor Pound would take 
part in the coming campaign Egainst 
Olr"eland, and in answer to a question 
on xhia point, he Said: 


That question I am not prepared to 


answer. I do not know that my services 
will be needed, or asked. I am out of 
politics, and have no political ambitions, 
nnd DO political desires to accomplish. 
I um n republican, and have slway 3 been. 
f shall hope to see our best man ncmiij- 
ated. I shall hope that he may be worthy, 
and that he may be elected. If I can uo 
anything, and if I Ein wanted to do any- 
thing for tbo party welfare; for the 
party prosperity, for the return of tbe 
party to national supremacy 1 shall be 
pleased to add my mite to the ijreat array 
and great army of workers aud promoters 
to that end. When tho campaign opens, 
I do not hope to bo a silent spectator, 
No man who has lived with and loved 
tbe republican party as T have done, and 
been honored by tho party as I have 
been, could do less than express tho hope 
for an opportunity to serve her and aid 
sorrewhat in the achievement of victory 
at the polls in November next. Upon 
that point let there be no mistake. 


It will afford the republicans of Wis- 


consin a good deal of pleasure to receive 
back into fellowship so prominent a rs- 
pubiioan ae Governor Pound. 
His 


backsliding was a matter of deep regret 
to thousands of his 
old republican 


friends, but now that he has sickened of 
his democratic associates, and wants to 
get back to the party ot principle, of 
progress, and of reform, hie friends feel 
like killing the fatted calf and making 
merry.

APPEALED TO THE LAW. 


CIIICAOO, March 0.— Tbo Chicago, 
Bur- 


lington & Quincy Kailroad Company has 
taken Its first step In asking tho afd or 
courts of justice against tho alleged Illegal 
acts of the Ktrikcrfl or those acting In ac- 
cordanuo with their mandates. Tho solicit- 
ors of tho road appeared boforo Judge 
Gresham yesterday and asked for an order 
to compel the receiver o: tho Wabash road 
to tarry Chicitgo, Burlington & Qutney 
freight, for an order restraining Chief 
Arthur from issuing any orders to tli.o en- 
gineers employed on tho ^Yabaab, and for 
au order to punish Arthur for contempt. 
The hoaiing of tho application was set for 
'2 o'clock to-day. 


The Hirlkcrs scorned to bo glad tho whole 


matter had got into tho court, as, in their 
opinion, the court'* decision would bring 
about .". speedy fioti.lomtiut of tho strike. 
"If the raurt holds thai tho YVabashis com-

ordered out.," saicl one of tbo lenders. 
" It the law Is good against the V/abashit will

us. If tbo dcclBioti should be against tho 
Burlington then it will bo unable to handle 
outside freight, and the strike will bo com- 
promised. " 


Tho injunction was the incident of the _ 


day. Chief Arthur said that ho and his men 
wero law-abiding citizens aud they would 
not disobey the order of tho court His 
friends agreed that no further action look- 
ing toward strikes or, other roads would be 
considered until the court's decision had 
been rendered. 


In having made Chief Arthur a party to 


the Injunction and asked that ho bo pun- 
ished for contempt of court tho Burlington 
Company afforded tho engineers considera- 
ble amusement They fiald that Mr. Arthur 
had issued no Instructions to tho Wabash 
engineers—ho was not in the railroad busi- 
ness. Tho Brotherhood is not an incorpor- 
ated society, and It Is claimed that no suit 
against it can be maintained. 


Alexander Sullivan will appear for Chief 


Arthur aud tho striking Brotherhoods to- 
day. The case will be presented on both 
sides by aftldavits. and two or three days 
may bo consumed in tho argument and 
the reading of 
tho sworn statements. 


Tho caso 
in all its 
details 
will

submitted to Judge Gresham, and ho may 
discover some way out of tlio difficulty that 
will prove satisfactory all around. Judge 
Groshrun is given to surprises and clearing 
away legal technicalities with a clean swoop 
of common souse.

Another lino from St Louis roaches Chi- 
cago. This road is in tho hands of a re- 
ceiver, General John McNultu, Tho Bur- 
lington people Lovo a two-fold object In 
beginning proceedings against this com- 
pany lirsv. They claim that General lie- 
Kulta loci the more to abolish tho system

among locomotive en- 


gineers, having signed a contract with 
Chief Arthur for that purpose last July. 


Chief Arthur, it is claimed, has kept judi- 


ciously out of reach ot the company. Ho 
did not order the strike and did not coun- 
sel tho men to go out. After they struck 
he gave

assistance. 
In all 


subsequent meetings of other roads Mr. 
Arthur has told the men to do KB they 
pleased. Even hero tho men have beencau-,' 
tlous, and if any other strike occurs tbo men 
will quit work voluntarily, and not on 
any order from any chiefs or grand-mas- 
ter?. This will be dono to avoid tho penal- 
ties oil tho Conspiracy law, Mr. Arthur's, 
course has been so guardtd that Ills friends 
any no criminal case can be made out 
against him under this act

cf Stem Fate. 


The glory, present and prospective, of tie 


Sniitb family, formed tho topic of conversa- 
tion at tho Attic Chib tho other night, 
writes tho Boston Tfniucrir.1 listener. "Tha 
earth," caid Plantagcr.ot Smith, one of the 
charter members 
ol the club, "ij the 


Smiths and the fullness thereof. 
You 


havo heard, perhaps, how all tho people 
in tho wovld will evontually become Smiths! 
No? That 13 surprising, for tho fact has 
long been perfectly patent, I will explain 
how it Is to bo. It is evident that, at tho 
cmtsot, when surnames were first adopted, 
thero were no more Smiths than thoro were 
Bakers, or Butchers, or Tinkers, or Weav- 
ers, or any of tho rest of the families that 
took up a surname from their occupations 
Bui tho Smiths presently began, throug'j 
cupcrior vitality,, or some other natural 
cause, to multiply noro rapidly than any 
other family. 
That ourly start was the 


turning-point of their career. Their numer- 
ical superiority onco established, it became 
inevitable that thoy should absorb all the 
rest of tho community; and that that ab- 
sorption is now goins on wo h1"'0 on'->' to 
look, 
about 
us 
to seo. Note 
the 


fact 
that 
al! of 
tho 
small families 


tend to become smaller until they are ex- 
tinct, whilo the large families grow larger , 
in arithmetical progression, One hundred 
years ago there were honored families-In 
Now EaRbnd whoso names are found no 
more in the pubiic registers. 
They have 


died out. Every year still marks tho ex- 
tinction of somo family. But tho Smith 
family not only does not become extinct but 
it absorbs all these dying families, ag- 
grandizing itself from year to year by ac- 
cretions from without, as tho sun swaliows 
up the meteorites, uud will some day swal- 
low up the planets. In tho early records oT 
tho New England colonies do you did any 
such preponderance of Smiths in the popu- 
lation aa you flnd now! 
Certainly not. 


There were many Smiths, indeed, and tho 
principle of universal Smilhiflcatioa was 
was already at work; but they had not, by 
ar.y means, attained tho proportionate 
strength that they have now." 


'• Let mo illustrate," Plantagoac! went 


on, --how tho principle works all about, us, 
nnd tho;; I v.'ill f^o on and prove that tho 
Smith family must inevitably swallow up, 
in the- future, all other 
families. 
My 


mother's name, as you know, was Finn- 
tagcnet. 
Sho was the only child of tho 


last surviving male of that name left in Sow 
England. 
Tho family, always small, had 


dwindled down to this solo male member. 
His only uhild was a daughter, nnd she 
married n Smith. Ono more family had 
been e:ign!fcd in the 
Smiths. 
It was 


destiny. 
Tho blood of all of them in- 


evitab'ly 
(lows 
hito 
the 
Smith 
fam- 


ily. 
But, perhaps, you will say-that this 


female Flnntagcnet might, sav.o for tho 
ciei'O matter of 
choice, havo 
married 


a Brown, or u Jones, or n Robinson. 
So she might; but tho probability that any 
given woman will choose a Smith for a hus- 
bar.d is relatively greater than tho proba- 
bility ofher marrying a man ol any other 
name, for tho simp'lo reason that thero are 
inoro Smiths. And if she had married ft 
JSrown or ft Jones, in would simply havo 
been ft postponement of tho absorption of 
tlio n/intaprcr.ot blood in the Smith family. 
All roads lead to Rome. Tho Browns and 
Joneses are simply helping tho Smiths to 
conquur tho world. They are soaking up 
the small families just as tho Smiths aro, 
but in less proportion, and at last their turn 
will 001:10. The Smiths will begin with tho 
smallest family oC those largo ones—tho 
Kobinsons, say. It will bo found when 
there aro no longer any moro families re- 
maining than tho Smiths, tho Jonuos, tho 
Brov/ns and tho Robinsons, that tho Robiu- 
oons aro gradually diminishing in number. 
At last they will all bo gone. And then the 
Browns will begin to waste away before the 
all-devouring Smiths, and dually a day will 
conic when only tho Smiths and the Jonosos 
will remain. IVo may well imagine that tho 
struggle of tho Joneses will bo long and des- 
perate. Their vitality has been proved 
through mar.y conWrics. But tho simplest 
operation of this natural rule, that many 
moro Jones girls will marry Smiths than 
Smith girls will marry Joneses, will at last 
send thorn tho way thnt all tho rest havo 
gouo, and they will tako their place with 
tho long-extinguished Plantagoaots, and St. 
Glairs, and tho Montmorencys, in tho broad, 
placid, all-embracing bosom o.( tho mighty 
race of Smiths. 


•;The world is then," said Grigson, Itnock- 


ing the ashes from his cigar, "a sort ol 
generic Nancy Brig, in which we non-Smiths 
represent the cook and the captain bold, and 
tho mate, and tho bo's'n tight and tho mid- 
shipmitc, and you tho ablo seaman who will 
eventually stand lor all tho rest of us? I 
like you, Plaatagcuot, but I'll be hanged if 
I like tho prospect o£ being eaten up by 
you." 


'•I regret it myself,'1 said Smith. "The 


name of Smith has novor had any fascina- 
tion for mo. I should havo preferred to bo 
a Plaatagcnot, or even a Grigson. But I 
can see a design in it all. It is tho purpose 
of Providence, by tho absorption of all hu- 
manity in tho Smith family, to teach man- 
Idud tho vanity o* all self-applied designa- 
tions. "IVomay give ourselves high-sound- 
ing names; wo may call ourselves Kings 
and Princes and Lords and Barons, and 
stylo ourselves Great and Good and Fair, 
and that sort of thing, hut tho hurablo des- 
ignation of tho sooty artisan of the forgo 
will conquer all others at length, so that 
thero shall bo, in a world of vain-glorying, 
nono bat Smiths to bo found. It is tho 
retributive justice of fate I" 


'•But what shall wo do when ivo aro all 


Smiths!" asked Grigson. 
*':Ah, niy dear boy, then tlie glory of tho 
S'iilh family itselt will end in confusion! 
Having conquered all tho rest, of the world, 
it, in ite turn, will be conquered by anarchy 
of nomenclature. As the name of Smith 
will/no longer servo as a separate designa- 
tion, every body will adopt a now surname. 
And then tho thing will bo begun over 
agaia. Assuming that tho name of Smith 
will not bo retained by a sunleicnt number 
to keep it at tho head in the new evolution, 
it is to bo supposed that some new family— 
no ono can imagine what its name will he— 
will develop tho same tendency to leader- 
ship thai, tho Smith family has under this 
naming.

about a pound of honoy in ono day, and 
3,000,000 dlffarent clover blooms have to 
be rummaged to get out tho s\vcots, re- 
marked (i woll-kuown bee-keeper to n 
Chicago 2Iail representative. 


"So ingenuity of mankind eon decise n 


means of getting honey; we havo to de- 
pond on the little bee tor all tho 75,000,000 
pounds ol honey and 2,000,000 pounds of 
wax 
vearly produced 
iji the United 


States." 


"The boo brings four substances into 


tho hive and croatos one substanco there. 
The honey is brought in in a littio sac 
ttucl stored in ono of tho cells oC tho 
como. If you'll notico you'll find tho 
colls slant a little bit, no that the sweet 
#tufT. will not spi!I till tho cell,is full and 
can bo sealed 
up. This 
raw honoy 


has to bo stirrqd and mixod with form 10 
acid, -which tho bees' jaws secrete, and 
frequently moved from ono cell to another 
so us to hasten its evaporation and thick- 
ening. Then there is pollen-dust from tho 
flowers, which is used to food the young 
boo babies, aud is also used for capping 
over thoir cells, us It is porous to tho air 
and is much'cheaper than wax. 
Thon 


propolis, or boo gluo, Is fetched from tho 
willow, poplar, cottonwood and balm-of- 
glload trees, and is used to cement cracks 
and crovicQ3 about tho hive. Last of nil 
•water is brought into tho hive to givo 
drink to tho babies. 


''But the precious substanco is wax, 


\vbich is really not a wax, but a tallow—a 
boo tallow. 
It costs twenty pounds oE 


honoy nnd precious time to mako ono 
pound ot wax. 
The boos oat tho honoy, 


and then hang quietly in a cluster 
•waiting for the wax to form. 
It is se- 


creted undor littio scales on the abdomen, 
and is used immediately. 
This wax is 


not mado unless it is actually required, 
aud novor as long a'* thero are any vacant 
combs. It is this desire to economize in 
\vax that makes tho boo store its honoy in 
six-sided colls, for -when one coll is built 
there is ono sido furnished for six now 
colls. 


"Beeswax can never bo worked over by 


tho bees, and tlio only way we cue save 
them any labor is to melt tho wax down, 
roll it into shoots, and stamp it into shape 
for tho back wall of tho comb, on which 
thoy can start thoir own colls. 


"Suppose wo tako tho life of a boo from 


tho time tho egg is laid. Along in March 
tho quoon begins laying a tow eggs in the 
comb in the center of tho hive, whore it is 
warmest. There will often bo ns n:any as 
]B,000 eggs laid before a singlo blossom ap- 
pears. But tho first skirmishers bn'n^ in a 
littio pol Ion from t lio early blooms,and that 
is mixod with water and honoy and partly 
digested in tho Jaws o£ the older boos aud 
laid in tho cell along with lha eggs, so 
that tho littio larvtn may havo something 
to flat as soon as they hatch out. Un tho 
third day thoy hatch 
and aro awful 


hungry. The boos food thorn until the 
ninth or tenth day, whon tbo. larva) has 
grown so fast it almost I'.lls tho coll. It Is 
thon sealed over and what was u kind oC 
worm chips its way but of tho coll a per- 
fect boo, about tho twentieth day fiCtor it 
has hatched out ot tho ogg. Thon it bo- 
gins to hustle for its grub. Kow, here's a 
strange thing. Tha brood colls are always 
at tho bottom of tho hive, tho honoy is 
stored above. In nil my observation I 
novor saw a young boo crawl downward 
•when it camo out. It always crawls i:p- 
•ward, as it it know to a dead certainty 
whoro its food was to bo found. 


"All this timo tLo qnoeu is laying oggs, 


nnd as the honoy gets moro and more 
plentiful she laj's more and moro oggs— 
tho more help the moro houoy is her mot- 
to, and in the height oE tbo season she 
lays ber own woight m two or three days. 
Along about Juno 1, whon ovory thing is 
bustle and oxcitomout la tho hive, somo 
queor-looklug colls, looking liko peanut 
hulls, appear. Thoro are quoena in them. 
Tho family is getting so populous and 
thrifty that it is fiboat to divide, nnd 
about uino days after thu colisaro started 
nnd about tho timo tbey nro completed, 
half of tlio old quoous and half ot tho 
boos depart. A littio later, soy from 
throo to flvo days, a young queen stops 
out aod tftkes possession of tho hivo, tho 
other bees attending to thoir work. Aftor 
tho third or fourth day attor tbatsheflios 
out to meet tlio drone with a groat doal 
ol timidity, for 
sho 
nimt. nob for- 


got which is her hivo whon sho returns. 
If sho should got into tho wrong hivo sho 
is sure to be killed. But that episodo in 
her life over sho ,begins the monotonous 
work of laying oggs." 


"Suppose two or throe queons or oven 


moro should come one at once. "What 
would happen thon?" 


"Why, thoy would Oght ic oat and tho 


best quoon rules tho roost, unless tho 
workers object to tbo queens killing each 
other. Then thoy "ball around tho queens 
and protect thorn. This is aot done from 
any fooling of loyalty, but because thoy 
think that thero aro enough beos left over 
from tho swarm which tho old quoen took 
to start a now swarm, aud thoy protect 
tho young queen from tho blind rago of 
her rival. When tho matter is finally set- 
tled all tho quoonn colls not yot hatehod aro 
destroyed. But there's no uso my ttyins; 
to toll you all tho curious things about 
beos la ono installment. 


"It's n fascinating subject to m». and I 


believe I conld talk all day about it and 
still havo something now loft by night 
timo. I'll say this at tho wind-up; A boo 
sting has no more effect on mo than a 
mosquito bite, and not as much. I often 
let a boe stiug mo just to show how the 
boo commits suicide in tho attempt to in- 
juro another. 
Now, my brother nearly 


dies whon a boo stingn him. I'vo known 
»overal persons to be stung to death by 
Leos. Quo bee-keeper was stung on tho 
temple and died in an hour or so. Another 
man I know stooped to drink out of tho 
spout of a pump. It happened several 
boes woro in tho spout, getting -water, and 
thoy flow o.ut and stung him in tho roof of 
tho mouth. Ho diod in a few minutes. 
The most painful place to bo slang is 
undor tho chin and on tlio neck. Twelve 
boes stuug me there once, nnd in an hour 
the pain was all gone, although it was 
swollon n little. Tho next day even tho 
swelling was gono."
